“It's the infer-
nal amateurs who are doing work al-
most as good as ours, and who are un-
derselling us, It is the reign of the am-

ateurs which has taken all the gilt off |

the gingerbread of the professional.”

True, absolutely true, in almost every |
highway and byway «f modern industry. |

The smateur is rapidly displucing the
profeéssional to his own slight—some.
times imperceptible benefit, and always
to the other's injury.

stunned by the magnitude and quantity
of the illustrations which proveit, Tuke,
for instance, the fleld to which the dis-
cussion above quoted has relation. The
woods are full of amateur “artists.”
Hardly o family now exists but has an
“artistic” son or daughter who neces-
sarily babbles the jargon of the craft
and spoils more canvas and wastes more
paint in & weely than most profcssional
artists can afford in a year.

Not only do their execrable composi-
tiona degrade the stundard of art, they
do worse and more material harm by
making values ridiculously chenp. Glad
to get auything at all—half the cost
sometimes of the material they use. The
smateur painters of New York alone
constitute unconscionsly a guild which
practically starves out the profession,
And the worst of it is that the amatenr's
work i8 nothing liks as conspicuously
bad in all instances as it uwwed to be.
Sketchy and thin as tho best of it may
be, it certainly complies with tha ele-

mentary roles of art, und he must in- |
deed be a bold critic who, comparing it |

with the efforta of trained and expert
professionals, should unhesitatingly pro-
nounce it without exeeption rot and rub-

The amateur actor and the amatenr
actresa have inflicted incalculable injury
on what calls itself specifically the pro-
feesion. Itisan open secret, for exam-

o, that the once profitable city of

klyn has been made a positively
“‘bad show town," as the phrase goes, by
the number and andacity of its amateurs
During the season they undertake per-
formuances of the severest professional
character with a prodigality of energy
and expenditure almost amounting to
profligate extravagnnce which utterly
eclipses the productions of the regular
theaters. Infact, the Brooklyn amateurs
bave all but destroyed the professional
drama in that city.

Again, the concert rooms of New York
fairly swarm with unpaid vocalists who
scquit themselves in many instances
quite ns well as their professional sisters
snd brothers, and there are already so
many amateur instrumentalists in thia
ety eager to play in public who have no
